BELCHERTOWN - Taking a 
tour of Herman Covey Wildlife 
Management Area, Mass Wildlife 
biologists and staff pointed out 
there was more than meets the eye 
on what appeared to be just a tree 
clearing. 

With a tour of about 20 peo- 
ple maintaining social distance 
and wearing masks, the site tour 
stopped in three locations to show 
the barren and grasslands being 
managed by Mass Wildlife. 

“The first phase of habitat res- 
toration began in 2015 with inva- 
sive plant control, mowing, and 
replanting of native warm season 
grasses,” according to a Mass 
Wildlife restoration summary of 
Herman Covey. “Portions of the 
Herman Covey WMA retained 
some remnants of woodland and 
barrens communities which have 
been greatly altered by decades 
of fire suppression. Thinning of 
the closed canopy oak and white 
pine stands began in 2019 to pro- 
mote growth of resilient oak and 
hickory woodlands and to restore 
the open, sunlit structure of viable 
woodland and barrens communi- 
ties. The largest diameter, most 
full-crowned oaks were retained, 
along with pockets of remnant 
pitch pine in portions of the treat- 
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Mass. Wildlife shows habitat progress

ment area.” 

Initially cleared in February 
2020, the 115 acres current- 
ly under active management 
are home to about 75 rare and 
endangered species, according to 
Habitat Biologist Ben Mazzeti. 

“The glacial history of the area 
deposited large areas of ice and 


sand,” Mazzei said. “It’s a really 
sandy and gravelly sub-straight, 
which is rare in Massachusetts 
and globally.” 

Generally referred to as bar- 
rens, Mazzei explained that 
the areas are dry, nutrient poor 
soils which allow for lightning 
or potential human interaction to 


cause fires. However, these areas 
benefit from fires allowing for the 
specialized species that life there 
to thrive. 

Mazzei said the hope with a 
prescribed burn in the future is 
oak regeneration, blueberry, sedg-

Council on Aging Director 
Jessica Langois came before the 
board on Monday evening to dis- 
cuss the designation.

Space found for recovery center 
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A location has been found for the peer-led Ware Regional Recovery Center above Hanna Devine’s restaurant at 91 Main St.

WARE — The Quaboag Hills 
Substance Use Alliance has found a 
home for the Ware Regional Recovery 
Center in the office space about Hanna 
Devine’s Restaurant at 91 Main St., 
according to Nekr Jenkins and Gail 
Gramarossa, who facilitate the alliance 
meetings. 

For several years the Quaboag Hills 
Community Coalition, to which the 
QHSUA belongs, has been exploring a 
regional peer recovery center as there 
is essentially nothing available between 
Worcester and Springfield. 

Space became available above the 
well-known restaurant due to a tenant 
leaving, and the lease is expected to 
be nailed down in a few days, Jenkins 
said. 

“It’s just perfect and gives us room 
to grow,” she said, after describing the 
space as having a small office and a 
larger conference room. 

It’s central location in Ware is 
important to the 15 or so towns includ- 
ed in the alliance from the Brookfields 
to Palmer, Monson and Ludlow. 

“We’re going to have a space that’s 
right downtown in Ware and that’s 
really exciting,’ Jenkins said. 


Palmer resident Abaigeal Duda is 
the project coordinator for the initia- 
tive to locate a place for the center, 
which has been running virtual all 
recovery meetings since COVID-19 
restrictions began in the spring. 

The group tasked with finding a 
home for the peer-led recovery center 
have been looking for several months, 
with some spaces too expensive and 
others not quite what they were look- 
ing for. 

Gramarossa said the alliance just 
turned six about a month ago, and this 
will be a great step forward. 

People who are interested in recov- 
ery from using drugs, whether they be 
opioids or other substances, will be 
able to get advice and participate in 
recovery groups once they are held in 
person. There will be room for about 
six people, while observing social dis- 
tance guidelines. 

The idea is to offer people connec- 
tions to different types of recovery 
programs, not just 12-step programs, 
Jenkins said. “It will be broader, 
offering smart recovery and all recov- 
ery,’ she said. It will also offer con- 
nections to other services, whether it 
be food, housing or counseling. 

Gramarossa said surveys done with 
those in recovery in the area also said 


they would like a place where there 
were social events such as movie 
nights or yoga classes. 

Mary Kate Farley-Dimino, of the 
Wester Mass Training Coalition, 
which the WRRC group is work- 
ing with, said two different types of 
grants were being pursued: a grant 
from the Attorney General’s office, 
which would be less than $100,000, 
and a second grant from Baystate 
Healthcare, which could be used to 
pay for the physical space. 

Gramarossa said the WMTC has 
the resources and knowledge to apply 
for these grants, and the group 1s con- 
sidered an expert on putting together 
peer recovery groups and other ser- 
vices. 


Federal grant 

Gramarossa spoke briefly about 
the federal Strategic Prevention 
Framework — Partnerships for Success 
that the Quaboag Hills Community 
Coalition and the QHSUA were able 
to secure for the area. A job offer has 
made to a candidate for the director’s 
position and the group is looking 
to hire an epidemiologist soon. The 
multi-year grant will help commu- 
nities start their own substance use 
groups and drug prevention activities.

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Two timely questions 
for the Garden Lady 


ary asked me this question: “I bought some 
M zn pumpkins this year. I can’t wait 
to carve them into Jack 

O’ Lanterns with the kids! Is it 
possible to save the seeds and 
plant them next year? I’d love to 
end up with the same pumpkin 
variety again.” 

I am in the same boat, Mary! 
I love the pumpkins my kids 
chose this year and will be 
attempting to save the seeds 
myself. I think it is definitely 
worth the chance, but first let’s 
give you a lesson in genetics. 
Pumpkins belong to the genus Cucurbita. Cucurbita 
pepo is the easiest to figure out. Its members are what 
you might think of as a traditional pumpkin grown 
in the northeastern part of the country: orange with a 
woody stem and a hard outer skin. Teeny ‘Jack-Be- 
Little’ as well as the heirloom ‘Connecticut Field’ 
and sweet “New England Pie’ all belong to the species 
pepo. Unfortunately or not, gourds, acorn squash, 
spaghetti squash and summer squashes do as well, so 
if the pumpkin farmer grew any other variety of pepo 
cross pollination may have occurred and the plants 
you grow next year may not be true to type from the 
seeds you save. 

If you’d like to experiment, let’s assume that the 
pumpkins were the one and only inhabitants of pump- 
kin patch. The actual process of saving seeds is very 
simple. After hollowing out your favorite pumpkins, 
those with the attributes you like the best and want to 
pass on to future generations, simply wash the seeds 
quickly in a colander, blot on a paper towel and place 
on a pie plate for several days until completely dry. 
Store for the winter in an envelope marked with the 
variety and date in a cool, humidity-free spot. In late 
winter you can easily conduct a germination test. The 
easiest way to do it is to sow a few seeds in a paper 
cup filled with soil and placed in a warm spot. Record 
how many come up and then plan accordingly when 
you sow your hills come springtime. 

This question came from Jeremy, who reads the 
column in the Palmer Journal Register: “Can you give 
me some tips for digging up my cherished rosemary 
plant and overwintering it in the house?” 

Perhaps the most cherished of all tender herbs 
is Rosemary (Rosemarinus officinalis), the herb of 
remembrance. For many years I brought my plants 
in and out with the seasons, and they got amazingly 
large. I wish you the same luck. The key to growing it 
successfully indoors is “cool but sunny.” My old house 
affords me many such microclimates. If you aren’t as 
fortunate, try for a sunny window away from dry heat, 
in other words far from heat vents. 

But first, make sure you give it the best possible 
start by salvaging as much of the root ball as possi- 
ble. This will minimize the shock of being potted up. 
Position your shovel along the “drip line” of the plant 
and dig straight down, completely around its circum- 
ference. After you’ve made your way around, get your 
shovel underneath and lift. Have a pot ready- one that 
is an inch or two bigger than the root ball is sufficient, 
and will allow for minimal winter growth. My con- 
tainer of choice is always plastic, but glazed pottery is 
fine too. Steer clear of clay; it dries out too quickly. I 
usually put a couple of inches of potting soil into the 
container, set the plant and then fill in with more as 
needed before watering well. Oftentimes I leave the 
plants outside until a hard frost threatens, then I bring 
them in and back out until the weather turns decidedly 
cold. You can use this same advice for other tender 
herbs such as French lavender, bay tree and scented 
geraniums.

More women becoming 
primary financial providers 


In 2018, Prudential surveyed 
more than 3,000 Americans between 
the ages of 25 and 70 for its “Financial 
Wellness Census.” The survey indicat- 
ed that 54 percent of women are the 
primary breadwinners in their family, 
while 30 percent are married bread- 
winners who are producing more than 
half of their household income. This 
marks an increase from 2015, when 
the Center for American Progress 
found 42 percent of women were sole 
or primary breadwinners — bringing 
in at least half of their families’ earn- 
ings. This represents a long-running 
trend that indicates women’s earnings 
and economic contributions to their 
families are of growing importance. 

It can be empowering to be a 
sole or primary earner. However, this 
role also may place extra pressure 
on women who also want to be ide- 
al mothers. While gender roles have 
become much more egalitarian, the 
traditional household dynamic, in 


which women take on more responsi- 
bilities around the house, remains pre- 
dominant in many families. That can 
contribute to stress for women who 
work. Opposite-sex couples in which 
women were the top earners reported 
greater relationship strife and were 
more likely not to endure as couples. 

There are several ways to address 
and cope with feelings that arise from 
an increase in female breadwinners. 

e Stay open-minded. Couples 
need not fall into dated ways of think- 
ing regarding gender roles. 

e Divide tasks evenly. Evenly div- 
vy up tasks around the house so that 
neither partner feels as if they are do- 
ing more than the other. 

e Share financial goals. Even if 
one person is bringing in more mon- 
ey, the overall household should be 
the main priority. That means that all 
adults have an equal say in financial 
goals, regardless of who earns the 
most money.

es and grasses. 

A similar management area nearby, 
Muddy Brook in Hardwick, had white 
pine and oak which were removed. 

“Waiting in the ground for 75 or 80 
years were these barren seeds to these 
barren community plants,’ Mazzei said. 
“The seeds were in the soil waiting and 
they’re waiting for the right conditions. 
It’s a pretty amazing life cycle strategy 
to just sit and wait for the next natural 
disturbance.” 

The Herman Covey area has similarly 
not had a major fire episode for about 70 
to 100 years, according to Mazzei. 

To promote the right type of fire, 
which can’t be too intense, the cleared 
trees are removed from the property.

“The reason we chose to manage these 
small pockets here is that if we don’t, we 
lose the species and we lose the natural 
community entirely,” he said. “It’s such a 
rare natural community.” 

Mass Wildlife Forrester Christina 
Petersen said she enjoys coming on site 
walks to get an idea of what is going on 
there and information from biologists 
who are working there. 

“You learn so much from going out 
with biologists and understanding why 
they’re doing the activities that their 
doing,’ said Petersen. “I find the biol- 
ogists at Mass Wildlife so smart and 
they’re really interested in this. They 
really care, so that’s really eye opening 
for me. I would hope that people come 
here and walk around and learn about 
what they’re doing there.”

“Following the endorsement of the 
original memorandum of agreement, the 
agreement was amended again in March 
2018 to facilitate the construction of 
Carriage Drive,’ Brougham said. “More 
recently with the ongoing demolition and 
future development plans for greater uti- 
lization of the development envelope, 
MassDevelopment and the EDIC are look- 
ing to enter a second amendment to the 
original agreement to allow construction of 
the industrial road off of Carriage Drive.” 

Brougham told the board there are two 
buildings that are being demolished, with 
an estimation of about two weeks before 
they are done. 

Claire O’Neill, of MassDevelopment, 
said money from the US economic devel- 
opment administration is being used to 
support the construction of the indus- 
trial road as well as funds from the 
Massachusetts site readiness program. 

“Those two pieces will be the primary 
funding for the construction of the road 
and obviously prior to that we’re using 
longstanding Belchertown State School 
redevelopment funds to move forward with 
the design and permitting process,” O’ Neill 
said. 

The estimated timeline is permitting in 
the late winter or early spring and construc- 
tion of the road starting in mid-summer of 
2021.

High school play continues as 
high-risk communities emerge 


are continuing to play against

Lutz wins modified 
race at Thompson 


THOMPSON, Conn. — Miller 
Place, NY’s Craig Lutz ended the 
2020 NASCAR Whelen Modified 
Tour season on the highest of 
highs with his second win of the 
year at Connecticut’s Thompson 
Speedway Motorsports Park on 
Sunday, October 11. Lutz swiped 
the lead from Jon McKennedy 
with seven laps remaining and 
hung on to win the 150-lap 
event at the 58th Annual Sunoco 
World Series of Speedway 
Racing as Holtsville, NY’s Justin 
Bonsignore secured his second 
series championship. 

The 26-year-old Lutz earned 
his fourth career Whelen 
Modified Tour win and first at 
the historic Thompson Speedway. 
For the 32-year-old Bonsignore, 
the title was the capstone on a 
2020 season where he finished no 
worse than fifth at any event. 

Six-time champion Doug 
Coby, who was the only driv- 
er who could catch Bonsignore 
entering the Sunoco World 
Series, started on the pole and 
led the first 30 laps. Chelmsford, 
MA’s McKennedy then surged 
ahead of him entering turn three 
and paced the field unto the 
fourth caution flag at lap 73 for 
Dave Sapienza’s spin. 

Nearly all the lead lap cars 
chose to pit for right side tires 
at that point with Andover, NJ’s 
Calvin Carroll assuming the lead 
by staying out. Following another 
yellow on the restart for a Ronnie 
Wiliams spin, Norwalk, CT’s 
Ron Silk sliced to the lead for a 
circuit before Bonsignore then 
blasted to the lead on lap 88. 

The championship was then 
decided on a lap-97 restart. Silk 
eagerly leapt to the lead while 
Lutz tried to move around 
Bonsignore for second entering 
turn three. The duo wiggled, Kyle 
Bonsignore checked up, and the 
accordion effect ended with Coby 
in the turn-four wall, which put 
an end to his day. Since the lap 
wasn’t completed, Bonsignore 
went back to the lead by rule, and 
Silk was assessed a pass-through 
penalty for jumping the start. 

Lutz successfully overtook 
Bonsignore on the next green flag 
and paced the field until caution 
number nine. It was McKennedy 
who got the jump on the lap- 
138 restart for his second stint at 
the front. Sapienza pounded the 
turn-one wall a lap later for the 
10th and final yellow. Lutz took 
advantage of his second chance, 
putting a crossover move on 
McKennedy out of turn two and 
wrestling the lead back with six 
laps to go. 

McKennedy had time to take 
another shot, and with three laps 
to go, he backed off entering turn 
three to set up a potential sling- 
shot off turn four. But Silk, who 
had steadily driven back to third 
after serving his penalty, got into 
the back of McKennedy. The 
contact threw McKennedy off 
just enough for Lutz to get away 
for the victory. 

Justin Bonsignore finished 
fourth to officially clinch his 
second Whelen Modified Tour 
title in the last three years. His 
cousin Kyle was right behind 
him in fifth. Sam Remeau took 
sixth while Woody Pitkat came 
back from a mid-race flat tire to 
finish seventh. Carroll, Patrick 
Emerling, and Tyler Rypkema 
completed the top-10.

McKennedy did start the after- 
noon with a winning by getting 
the best of Rowley, MA’s Chris 
Perley in the closing laps of the 
ISMA Supermodified event. 
McKennedy started third in the 
50-lap feature and got to the rear 
bumper of polesitter Perley fol- 
lowing the race’s only yellow at 
lap 4. 

Perley, McKennedy, and 
Ronnie Williams then ran away 
from the field. McKennedy got 
alongside Perly Multiple times on 
the frontstretch, and the duo even 
banged wheels entering turn one 
just past halfway with both hang- 
ing on for dear life. 

With the 10-to-go signal in 
sight, McKennedy got his oppor- 
tunity. The leaders came up on a 
pair of lapped cars, and as Perley 
struggled to find a way around 
them, McKennedy dove to the 
bottom off turn four. The multi- 
time Modified champion final- 
ly completed the pass entering 
turn one and pulled away over the 
final 10 circuits to win on Sunoco 
World Series Weekend for the 
second straight year. 

Perley took second with 
Williams third in his first-ever 
ISMA Supermodified start. Mike 
Ordway Jr., Anthony Nocella, 
Otto Sitterly, Ryan Locke, Daniel 
Connors, Kyle Edwards, and 
Dave Danzer completed the top- 
10. 

Pro All Stars Series Super Late 
Model point leader D.J. Shaw of 
Center Conway, NH strengthened 
his bid for a fourth championship 
by winning the World Series 75. 
Shaw, who had finished second 
five times this year without a vic- 
tory, started outside pole and got 
the jump when Brandon Barker 
had trouble at the initial green 
flag. 

Rowley, MA’s Eddie 
MacDonald was right behind and 
looked below Shaw several times 
before getting around the outside 
in lapped traffic on lap 29. Shaw 
kept MacDonald in his sights, 
and after a pair of yellows at lap- 
42, he roared back around him on 
the outside. MacDonald then fell 
into a three-way battle for sec- 
ond with Derek Ramstrom and 
Ray Christian HI. By the time 
MacDonald escaped their clutch- 
es, Shaw was long gone on his 
way to the victory.

SEEKONK — With a $10,000 winning prize on the line 
for the Tri Track Open Modified Series debut at Stafford 
Motor Speedway on October 24, drivers will be pressing 
the throttle to the floor in hopes of getting to the front in 
the final laps. 

But, that $10,000 check can only leave with one driv- 
er in the Call Before You Dig Modified Classic 81 — a race 
that is quickly shaping up to be one of the best Modified 
races of the season, if not one of the best in years. 

With more than 45 cars already entered for the debut at 
the half-mile, it’s clear that the big prize isn’t the only rea- 
son why drivers will flock to Connecticut. The total purse 
rises over $49,500 -- and it continues to grow as the race 
gets closer. Second-place pays $4,000, while third pays 
$3,000, fourth $2,500 and fifth $2,100. Dropped down 
throughout the field, the driver that finishes last in the 
81-lap feature will still collect a smooth $1,000 for their 
efforts. For those who don’t qualify into the feature, there 
will also be tow money provided if they have pre-regis- 
tered for the race. 

And that’s just the regular posted purse. 

Contingency bonuses have been a hot topic with the 
Tri Track Open Modified Series in 2020, and the debut at 
Stafford will be no different. Through the Pepsi Challenge, 
$300 will be provided to each heat winner and the same 
$300 will go towards each driver who wins a consi race. 
Through the first three races of the season, more than 
$4,000 has already been distributed through the Pepsi 
Challenge. 

Mark, Kate and the team at Green Construction have 
also provided a hard charger award for the Stafford event 
— and this one is going to dramatically increase some- 
one’s payday. Green will donate $1,000 to the driver that 
advances the most positions during the race from start to 
finish. The award is determined by the driver that advanc- 
es the most spots from their starting spot to where they 
finished. The team at Green Construction have been sup- 
porters of the Tri Track Series and have boosted the value 
on this award to give a bit of extra incentive for competi- 
tors. 

For once, it might be more beneficial to start towards 
the back of the field.

dates’ residency.

e Having a scavenger hunt-style 
trick-or-treat search with your house- 
hold members in or around your home 
rather than going house to house 

The Board of Health posted a

For those who are seeking to partic- 
ipate in door-to-door trick-or-treating, 
the Board of Health recommends the 
following tips to “help mitigate risks.” 

For trick or treaters: 

e Wear a droplet mask. A costume 
mask alone is not sufficient. Wear a 
cloth or surgical mask over or under 
your custom mask. 

e Maintain six-foot social distanc- 
ing from other families out trick or 
treating. 

e Have hand sanitizer with you. 
Use it frequently after touching high 
contact surfaces such as dorm bells, 
knobs, stair hand rails, etc. 


— PUBLIC NOTICE 


¢ Don’t reach into communal bowls 
of candy. Allow the person passing 
out candy to drop it into your treat 
bag. 

e Neighborhood parents and adults 
should organize amongst themselves 
a one-way directional flow for trick or 
treating. For example, plan a “loop” 
around your neighborhood where 
trick or treaters are always on the 
right hand side on the road. Kids go 
down one side, at end turn around 
and go down the other. This will help 
greatly with keeping families within 
their group and social distancing. It 
also has the added safety benefit of 
discouraging children from crossing 
the roads unnecessarily. 

¢ Respect households who this year 
are not participating in passing out 
treats. High risk households (because 
or age, risk factors, or being immu- 
nocompromised) are strongly dis- 
couraged from participating. Do not 
approach the door of a home or busi- 
ness whose front door light is not on. 

For candy givers: 


e As an alternative to answering the 
door, consider “grab and go” goodie 
bags spaced out in your lawn along 
the drive or road. 

e Wash your hand thoroughly 
before preparing Individual goodie 
bags. If you do decide to participate 
by opening the door, wear a mask. 
Also do not use a communal candy 
bowl. Use a platter, or better yet, drop 
the candy into each child’s treat bag. 

e Wear gloves. Even with gloves, 
sanitizer or wash your hands frequent- 
ly. 
“It 1s perfectly acceptable not to 
participate. Because of the pandemic, 
there are many households who can’t 
partake of this fun tradition,” states 
the Board of Health press release. 

Families with older residents, 
those with pre-existing condition, or 
those immunocompromised or taking 
medications which reduce immunity 
should not take part. Don’t turn on 
your outside door lights. That will be 
a sign your house is not participating 
this year.
